EX-SEHATOB SARGENT’S ORATION. 


P ertinent Rem arks on 
the W orld’s 
Industrial Progress. 


(SPECIAL BY TELEGRAPH TO Til* RECORD-UNIOS.) 


S a n 
F r a n c i s c o , August 10th.--The fif­ 
teenth annual industrial exhibition, under 
the auspices of the Mechanics' Institute, w is 
inaugurated this afternoon by appropriate 
exercises at the Grand Opera House, which 
was crowded with a n interested audience. P. 
B. Cornwall, President of the Mechanics' In­ 
stitute, after prayer, delivered the opening 
address, which was followed by music, and 
then ex-Seuator Sargent delivered the fol­ 
lowing 
ORATION : 


Som e years ago, w hile trying: 
ce rtain 
actions 
g row ing o u t cf th e b reak in g of a g reat reservoir, 
I w as m uch stru c k by o bserving th e concurrence 
of testim o n y an d ju d g m e n t of scientific m en aud 
th a t of m erely practical m en upon th e n a tu re of 
forces an d th e ir action on bodies - of those whose 
th eo ries w ere gained from stu d y an d those whose 
p ractical experience w as th e basis of th e ir know l­ 
edge. 
I was led to appreciate th a t science guides 
th e w orker, som etim es unconsciously to him self, 
and th a t th e th eo ries of philosophers are b u t th e 
frum of th e practical m an ’s experience, o r th e d ed u c­ 
tio n s of g eu iu s from h is discoveries. 
A rchim edes 
did n o t in v en t th e lever. 
W orkm en whose nam es 
have n o t been tra n sm itted used it for ages before 
h e discovered th e conditions of its eq u ilib riu m at.d 
stru ck o u t th e d ea of a cen t r of g rav ity for all 
!>odie?. 
T he invention of m achines to m ove large 
m asses is o ld er th a r an y hu m an record. 
T he archi 
tect8 of ih e m iddle ages had practical know l­ 
edge 
of

A co n stan t succession of illu strio u s m en 
have prosecuted th e stu d y of theoretical mechanic». 
T h eir labors have added largely to th e w orld’s 
know ledge o f th e laws of force, m otion, eq u ilib ­ 
riu m , m echanical p rin ciples an d * dvantages. 
B ut 
o p erative m echanics have k ep t in th e advance, and 
have fu rn ish ed th e necessary problem s and illus­ 
tra tio n s. 
T he n atu ral laws evolved by scientific r e ­ 
search have served as guides fo r ex p erim en t and 
been useful to explain phenom ena, 
if th e resu lts 
have been s im etim es m erely speculative, som etim es 
only curious, o ften ab stru se, y e t as often th ey lay 
th e foun d atio n fur fu rth e r achievem ents in a rt anu 
m echanics. 
Such achievem ents arc th e p ro d u ct of 
th e w ork shop, w hich is th e pioneer in th e school of 
p ro -.ress; for th e real advances in m echanics have 
com e from in v en to rs w ho 1 \e u su ally been p rac­ 
tical and n o t scientific m u . 
T he la tte r m ay have 
observed th e processes secured by th e fo rm er and 
d eterm ined th e rules th a t secured resu lts ; b u t th e 
w orkm en have invented these processes and given 
to th e world th e ir in d u strial operation. 


INVENTORS USUALLY TOOK MEN. 
It is a sin g u lar fact th a t v ery m an y of th e in v e n ­ 
to rs of th e w orld have been poor ineij, m ost of 
th em g ettin g little advan tag e from education. Thus 
A .k w rig h t, 
w ho 
invented th e 
co tton-spinning 
fram e, w hich revolutionized th e business of. Cuttou 
m an u factu re, an d gave g reat im petus to English 
prosperity, was b o ra of p aren ts too poor to give him 
any education. 
So hu m b le w ere h is fo rtu n es th a t 
he earn ed his H ving i s a b arb er, s h a rin g in a cellar 
for a p e n n /u u tU lie w as 28 years old. 
H e did n *t 
acquire even th e ru d im e n tso fle a rn in g u n ti! he w as50 
y ears old. 
Y et be invented a m achine th a t enabled 
one m an to do th e w ork of 130. 
G eorge S tep h en ­ 
son, th e in v e n to r of th e high-speed locom otive, was 
a firem an in various collieries, an d could n o t read 
u n til 18 years of age.

tu re , solves th e ir enigm as, and m akes n tm m ore a t 
hom e, and uiore th e m aster iu th e w orld he in h a b ­ 
its. 
T here Is no dan g er w too m uch refinem ent o r 
com fort from sm h sources. 
L et invention be stim ­ 
u la ted to its u tm o st, its wv>rk is repaid for-hum an 
good ; and those in stru m en ta lities w hich encourage 
and rew ard it are w orthy of praise and supp o rt. 
H ow ever m uch a certain class of observers m ay 
be held to deprecate th e tendency of m odern civili­ 
zation, an d forbode its outcom e from th e occasional 
ag itatio n s th a t ruffle its surface, it is d em o n strat e 
th a t th e com forts once only in reach of th e rich aré 
now m ore generally d is trib u te d ; th a t education, 
once th e privilege of th e few , is now attain ab le by 
th e m any : th a t persevering in d u stry is b e tte r re­ 
w arded, au d —a certain te s t of th e general w elfare— 
longevity is considerably increased.

In view of such a p ictu re, let 
him w ho will declaim ag ain st th e progress of in v en ­ 
tion, th e i r i s and refinem ent. 
If th ese are accom ­ 
panied w ith som e u isco n ten t, they certainly rem ove 
m any of th e reasons for it.

ence before in v en tio n bad added to h u m an w ants 
and re» urces. 
It would seem th a t no one b u t an 
enem y of his k in d w ould wish to tu rn th e world 
back to th e ru d e .m p lem cn ts an d processes of our 
ancestors. 
HONOR TO THE INVENTIVE WORKER. 
T he tendency of m odern civilization is to h onor 
th e inventive w orker, and t4-» bestow* upon him th e 
praise heretofore reserv e I for th e successful war 
rior. 
N ations and w arrio rs have vie 1 w ith each 
o th e r iu assem bling such a t th e ir capitals, and in 
bestow ing h igh rew ard fo r excellence in m echanic 
arts. 
A d istinguished English historian com plains 
of th is ten d en cy in England, and ascribes to th e e x ­ 
h ib itio n given in th e su m m er of 1851 th e effect of 
causing co n tin en tal n ations, an d especially R ussia, 
to believe th a t th e an cien t sp irit of E ngland wa< 
failim j her, and to p resu m e to cast- affront u p o n her. 
In th e view of th is a u th o r an ex trav ag an t venera 
tio n was avow ed fo r m echanical contrivances, and 
th e very w ords w hich g ratefu l n ati m s had w rought 
from o u t th e ir h earts in praise of tried chiefs and 
heroes, w ere plundered, as it w ere, from th e w arlike 
professions, aud given to tho se w ho, fo r th e ir own 
gain, could m ake th e best goods. 
He com plains 
th a t it was no longer enough to say th a t ail honest 
tradesm an 
is a 
valuable 
m em ber 
of 
society, 
o r th a t a m an w ho contrives a good m achine is 
ingeuious. 
More w as expected of those w ho had 
th e u tteran ce uf public fe e lin g ; and it was a n ­ 
nounced th a t glory and honor, even tru e g lo n and 
tru e h onor, are d u e to him w ho can produce th e 
b est articles of trad e. F o r th e glory of th e m echanic 
arts, and in token of th e conquest over n a tu re , a 
cath ed ral of gloss was co n stru cted , inclosing them 
as in a casket, clim bing high o ver stately elms. 
K lnglake, who so lam ents, think* these tilings in­ 
dicated to foreigners th a t England had closed its 
g ran d career by a w him sical act o f self-abdicafion, 
and, therefo re, b ro u g h t on th e w ar of th e C rim ea in 
th e anticipation th a t England, in its excessive dc 
votion to th e a rts of peace, w ould n o t b e a n obstacle 
to con tin en tal am bition. 
T h at h e r devotion to th e 
a rts of peace did n o t un fit h e r fo r w ar was illu s­ 
tra te d in th e Crim ea, aud it w as th e re show n th a t a 
people may com bine th e possession of m ilitvry 
stren g th , and th e sp irit to use it, w ith an apprecia­ 
tion of th e victories achieved in peace. 
Th • C rim ea 
becam e th e scene of one of th e m o?t terrib le and 
E 


rulongcd conflicts th e world has ev er seen, and 
eroic p a rt was borne in it by th e natio n th a t b ut 
th re e y ears before had proclaim ed in ^ « “ C athe­ 
d ral of G lass,” a t K nigutsbridgc, •' Peace on earth , 
p x )d will to m en .” 
FRENCH EXHIBITIONS. 
JBut England has n o t been th e only nation to 
crow n w ith h o n o r excellence in m echanic arte. 
In 
th e sp riu g of 18C7 F ran ce opened its first “ E x ­ 
h ibition of th e p roductions of A griculture, M anu­ 
factu res a id th e Fine A rts.” This took place a t th e 
very acm e of th e Em pire, and w as w itnessed by dis­ 
tin g u ish ed guests from all p irts of th e earth . A high 
w ave of p ro sp erity sw ept over F ran ce, only b ro k en 
and th ro w n back by th e co rru p tio n s and am bition 
of th e E m pire, w hich vainly so u g h t by th is E x h ib i­ 
tion to scat itself inoro stro n g ly in th e h earts of th e 
F rench people, 
i t is w orthy of n o te th a t th e m eans 
devised for th is p urpose w ere a trib u te to peace and 
in d u stry —a concession to th e g ran d influence th a t 
th e in d u strial cla«ees are gaining am ong nations. 
A governm ent m ore firm ly established in th e affec­ 
tions of th e people w ou’d have gained by th is g rau d 
E xposition. 
As it was, m any of th e F ren ch people 
saw in it o nly an effort to show how g reat am i mng- 
u ificcnt iu peace was th e gcniu9 of th e N apoleonic 
fam ily. 
A late E xhibition u n d er th e R epublic was 
a g ru id and im posing spectacle, w here th e self­ 
crow ned people gave garlan d s of honors to tho se 
w ho © 'celled In in d u strial arts. 
I t w as a trib u te of 
th e people to th e a rtisa n s anti a rtis ts of th e w orld, 
and it h as n o t been followed, as in th e case of E ng­ 
land. by a long an d d estru ctiv e w ar, nor, as in th e 
case of th e E m pire, by th e fall cf a d ynasty. F rance 
w as ennobled an d invigorated by its trib u te to th e 
g enius of in d u stry . 


AMERICA’S TRIBUTE TO INDUSTRY. 
I pass by th e E xhibition a t V ienna in 1873, w hen 
a stro n g , h ered itary pow er followed th e b en t of th e 
age, th a t leads to th e recognition and rew ard of e m ­ 
inence in in d u strial arts, to refer to o u r ow n g reat 
C entennial celebration a t P hiladelphia, w here w ere 
assem bled in a g ran d tem p le erected to in d u stry , 
n o t only o u r own peerless in v en to rs and w orkers, 
b u t m en of all races an d clim es, each brin g in g th e 
choicest fabrics know n to th e artisan s of his land, 
th e cun n lu g inventions, rare w orks of art, charac­ 
te ristic prod u ctio n s, all th e m aterial th in g s w hich 
are prized for use o r beauty. 
A g reat R epublic, ex­ 
istin g by th e suffrages of busy m illions ; a nation 
w hich had vindicated in its century 's histo ry the 
d ig n ity of labor, and opened, in theory* an d p rac­ 
tice, its h ig h est statio n s to th e a tta in m e n t of th e 
h u m b le s t; a land w here free m en, free th o u g h t and 
free labor gave w itness to th e beneficence of th e 
m axim th a t all m en are created eq u al ; th a t d istin c­ 
tions of b irth are pernicious, an d only distin ctio n s 
of m e rit are w orthy of recognition ; guvc its cro w n ­ 
ing stam p to in d u stry , and acknow ledged it as th e 
condition of progress and p ro sp erity . 
I t w as a 
g ran d spectacle w hen A m erica g reeted th e nations 
assem bled on its soil, and d istrib u ted eagerly-sought 
hon o rs to artistic an d m echanic excellence. 


FORMER 
OPPRESSIONS 
AND CONTEMPT 
I OR 
LABOR. 
T his recognition of th e d ig n ity an d value of labor 
is en tirely m odern. 
N o t m any ages ago th e artisr.n 
w as a serf, or, if nom inally free, th e p rey of g reat 
au d p etty ty ra n ts. 
It is a It n g strid e in England 
from th e r jt;di*.:op >f G q rtb , b orn tlira l 
Cedric 
th e Saxon, to th e m odern b arb er ennobled by the 
K ing for his inventions. 
T here is a g reat step be­ 
tw een th e e x p u ’sion of th e H u g u en o t artisan s from 
F ran ce and th e giving, by R epublic and Em pire 
alike, of m edals an d ribbons to such w orkers, au d 
glorifying them as the stren g th of nations. 
The 
ex te n t an d im portance of th e successive im m ig ra­ 
tio n s to E ngland, caused bv th e blind cru elty of th e 
ru lin g pow ers of th e C on tin en t, are well set o u t in 
Lecky’s recen t adm irable h istory of England m th e 
E ig h teen th C en tu ry . 
YVhcu th e new s of th e in ­ 
tended en try of th e D uke of A lva in to th e N eth e r­ 
lands w as know n, m ore th an o u e h u n d red thousand 
person* in a few days abandoned th e ir cou n try . 
C re st n um bers of th e m took refuge in England, 
and th ey w ere follow ed iu 1572 by a crowd of F rench 
H uguenots, w ho h ad escaped from St. B artholom ew , 
and in 1585, on th e occasion of th e sacking of A n t­ 
w erp, by ab o u t th*? th ird p a rt of th e m erch an ts and 
w orkm en of th a t city. 
A cen tu ry la te r th e revoca­ 
tion of th e ed ict of N antes p ro duced a new em igra­ 
tion of F rench P ro testan ts, variously estim ated at 
from fifty to one h u n d red tho u san d . 
Several th o u ­ 
sand G erm ans, chiefly from th e P alatin ate, w ent 
over i.i 1709; m any o th ers in 1732, after th e perse 
cn tio n o in S alzb u rg ; an d to w ard s th e m iddle of th e 
c e n tu ry a renew al of persecu tio n in F ran ce was fol­ 
low ed by a fresh F r.n c h im m igration.

THE COMMERCIAL CLASSES IN ENGLAND 


W ere a t len g th thoro u g h ly p ervaded by a foreign 
elem ent. 
S pi'alfields was alm ost w holly in h ab ited 
by F renen silk m anu factu rers. 
A colony of F rench 
P ro testa n ts settled in E d in b u rg h , w here iliev in tro 
duccd th e m an u factu re of e u n b ric. 
F orm s o f in­ 
d u stry before entirely unknow n in England w ere in ­ 
troduced th ere. 
Cl oil i m ak ers from A ntw erp and 
B ruges, lace m akers from V alenciennes, cam bric 
m ak ers from C am bray, giass m ak ers from Paris, 
stuff w eavers from M eaux, p o tters from D elft, sh ip ­ 
w rights from H av re an d D ieppe, silk m anufactu rers 
fio m Lyons an d T ours, p ap er m ak ers from B ordeaux 
and A uvergne, woolen m a n u factu rers from Sedan 
and ta n n ers from T ouralne, w ere all plying th e ir in ­ 
d u stries in England. 
T he m an u factu rers of silk, 
dam ask, velvet, cam bric and baize, of th e finer kinds 
of cloth and paper, of p endulum clocks, m a th em ati­ 
cal in stru m en ts, felt h ats, toys, crystal an d pi*ite 
glass, all owe th e ir origin in E ngland w holly or 
chiefly to P rc te sta n t refugees, w ho also laid th e 
found:itiou of scientific g ardening, intro d u ced n u ­ 
m erous flowers and vegetables th a t had before been 
unknow n, and im proved alui -st every in d u stry th a t 
was indigenous to th e soil. 
W h at E ngland th u s so 
largely gained was lost by F rance and th e N eth er­ 
la n d s’ 
In th e form er co u n try th e a rts w ere nearly 
stam p ed o u t, and th e prim al causes of th e rev o lu ­ 
tio n w ere se t in m otion 
It is tru e th a t these a r ti­ 
sans w ere n ot expelled from F rance because th ey 
w ere such, b u t n o tw ith stan d in g th a t fact. 
They 
w ere coldly received in E ngland, and occasionally 
m obbed, from th e in su la r p rejudice of th e po p u la­ 
tion. 
T he age w as n o t wise enough to appreciate 
th e value of th e w orker 


THE CRAFTSMAN IN LITERATURE. 


W hat were called th e free c iti.s in E urope, w hich 
w ere nuclei of a rts an d trad e, m ain tain ed th e ir 
scanty p ri\ileg es, b o u g h t w ith m oney of neces-itons 
nobles, only b} co n stan t repu rch ase o r by d in t of 
arm s. 
T he trad esm an was looked dow n upon as a 
groveling being, th e a lte rn a te sp o rt and p ey of th e 
pow erful. 
S hakespeare reflects th e sen tim en t ef his 
age w hen he m akes a fool of B ottom th e W eaver, a 
b ru ta l ruffian of Ja c k Cade, and fills Ca sea’s m outh 
w ith b itte r s irc a sm o n th e com m on peopi*. 
The 
plays of th e R esto ratio n are full of unB&rorv je sts at 
the’ expense »*f craftsm en. 
E ven H u m e designated 
th e w hole ci'tss of w*orl:ers as “ th e in d ustrious 
vu lg ar.” 
W 'ben eulig h ten cd m inds th u s branded 
labor as ignoble, its esteem in gen eral society w as 
indeed low’. 
E arly English P arliam en ts assum ed to 
fix its w ages at a m iserable p ittan c e, and to regu 
lato th e prices of its products. 
T he tra n sitio n from 
such a sta te of th in g s to th e e n tire em ancipation of 
invention, aud th e conferring of social distinctions 
u p o n em in en t inven ora, is s»> g reat th a t it needs a 
glance back ws rd to appreciate th e distan ce traversed. 


THE TOILER IN THE UNITED STATES. 
In th is land th e lab o rer and a rti an have least 
reason to be discontented w ith th e ir lot. 
W hile the 
fluctuations of business m ay affect them , as th ey do 
all o th e r Classes, th e law s and custom s of society 
are such a3 to give th em every p rotection, facility 
and deserved h o n o r an d rew ard. 
H e is certainly 
not a friend to th e to iler w ho seeks to overthrow he 
in stitu tio n s h ere enjoyed, o r destro y th e conditions 
w hich secure to th e possessor e ith e r in h erited or 
earned w ealth. 
I know bujIi p ro jects are n ot th e 
p ro d u ct of th e A m erican soil, an d are n o t in h a r­ 
m ony w ith o u r trad itio n s. 
T hey in terfere w ith the 
n g h ts of lab4*rere, th ey th rc a te u th e public ptaeo, 
and tend to in au g u rate a reig n of m ob violence and 
m isrule. 
U nless cheeked, such ideas m ay lend to 
serious m isfortunes, an d to none g re a te r th a n to 
th e class whose nam e is profaned as th e ag en t and 
proposed beneficiary. 


THE DOCTRINE OF AGRARIANISM. 
T he doctrine th a t p ro p erty is robbery is false, and 
its practical enforcem ent w ould paralyze en terp rise 
and desrroy ev ery vestige of national an d individual 
p rosperity. 
I t w ould alik e deprive th e artisan of 
th e p ro d u ct of h is labor aud th e capitalist of the 
proceeds of h is in v estm en t. 
B arbarism w ould be 
invited to 
reign w here civilization now rules. 
W ealth aod honors are an ev er allu rin g rew ard hekl 
o u t to successful w orkers. 
D eprived of such incen­ 
tives, society w ould becom e stag n a n t. 
A grari n- 
ism m ay find an account in s u b stitu tin g fo r th e 
daily earnings of th e w orld a d istrib u tio n of 
accu m u la tio n s; b u t these w ould soon lie devoured.

In view of certain attem pts to persuade 
the Republican State Convention that the 
people are pining for some absurd soft- 
money and repudiation propositions, it 
may he well to point out the necessity for

It docs not believe that the 
federal Government ought to issue the 
only currency. 
It docs not require th at 
resumption should lie brought to a full 
.-‘top by the crazy scheme of paying out 
all the money in the Treasury in discharge 
of a small portion of the public debt. 
The Republican party demands an honest, 
full value currency, 
gold, 
silver and 
paper intcrchacgab'.o at par. 
It demands 
the honorable discharge of all the national 
obligations. 
It recognizes in the national 
creditors not Shylocks, but patriots, who 
supported the Federal Government when 
the Greenbackera were for 1 lie most part 
howling that the Union was destroyed. 
It 
is the party of houest finance by selection 
and intelligence. 
It cannot stultify itself 
now by abandoning ita traditional position 
«■n this subject. 
And as California bears 
tiie honorable rank of a first-class, cou- 
sio ent. inflexible hard-moncy State, it is 
more than ordinarily requisite that the 
California Republicans should utter no un­ 
certain sound upon the currency.

A TRAVELING LIE. 


W e have for some time been watching a 
campaign lie, for which the New York 
World is primarily 
responsible. 
That 
journal published a statem ent to the effect 
th a t Justice S wayne, in a decision of the 
Circuit Court in Illinois, had severely een- 
Bured General Garfa Id in connection with 
the Da Golycr contract. 
Now this was a 
lie out of whole cloth. 
Justice Swayne 
never rendered any decision of the kind ; 
never censured G arfield; never lieiievcd 
him even censurable. 
lie lias a! ways been 
a warm and admiring friend of Cartield, 
and in a letter w ritten immediately after 
the publication of this base falsehood so 
-expressed himself. 
But the World, with 
almost incredible meanness, refused to 
adm it the fault it had committed, aud 
though driven from corner to corner con­ 
tinued to piretend that perhaps it knew 
better than Judge Swayne w hat he had 
cone and said. 
And the Democratic press 
generally has apparently overlooked Judge 
ft wayne’s prompt and emphatic denial of 
th e story, for it docs not cease to print and 
comment upon the contemptible fable w ith 
as much gravity as though it believed it to 
be true. 
No such instance of partisan dis­ 
honesty and cheerful performance of the 
dirtiest of dirty work has thus far been ex­ 
hibited against 
the 
Republican press, 
float, however, is not surprising. 


In his letter of acceptance General H an­ 
cock has w ritten th at “ it ¡3 only by a full 
“ vote, a free ballot and a fair count that 
“ the people can rule in fact, as required 
“ by the theory of our Government.” 1 et 
when he wrote this he knew th at unless 
the Southern States could be carried for 
hi m by force and fraud they could not be 
c.rried for him at all, and th at if they 
were not carried for him ho could not be 
elected. 
In thus declaring th at a “ full 
“ vote, free ba’lot and fair count ” are in­ 
dispensable to legitimate popular govern­ 
ment, therefore, he adm itted away the 
whole case of liis ¡tarty, and demonstrated 
the invalidity ot its claims upon the coun­ 
try. 
The syllogism which General Han­ 
cock employs may be thus completed : 
“ It is only by a full vote, free ballot and 
“ a fair count th a t the people can rule in 
“ fa c t; but the Democratic party is wholly 
“ dependent upon the suppression"of the 
“ ballot at the South ; therefore the suc- 
“ cesa of the Democratic party can only 
“ l>e obtained by violating the fundament- 
“ al principles of our Government.” That 
ia the proposition as virtually put by the 
Democratic candidate himself. 
He lias in 
fact given the best possible reason why he 
should not be elected. 
As to the reality 
of the suppression of the franchise at the 
South there is unfortunately no room for 
doubt or controversy. 
In a recent issue 
we gave some election statistics from the 
Southern States, showing how the Repub. 
lican vote in th at section has been ex­ 
tinguished by terrorism and fraud, but the 
importance of 
bringing 
this situation 
clearly before the people is so great that 
we need 110 apology for making further 
reference to these pregnant figures. 
In 
Alabama, 
in 
1872, 
the 
vote 
stood 
thus : 
Republican, 90,272; Democratic, 
79,444. 
In 1S7S it stood thus : 
Demo­ 
cratic, S9.571 ; Republican, 00,000. 
In 
one year the Democrats had utterly wiped 
out 
a 
Republican 
vote 
of 
90,000. 
Is there any hint of a free ballot 
and 
a free count in this state of facts? In 
Mississippi, in 1873, the vote stood thus : 
Republican, 72,324; Democratic, 52,857. 
In 1877 it stood thus : Democratic, 97,727 ; 
Republican, 1, IG8. 
In four years, there­ 
fore, the Democrats had 
extinguished 
a Republican 
vote of 70,000 in Mis­ 
sissippi. 
Take South Carolina next. 
In 1870 the vote stood thus : Republican, 
91,786 ; Democratic, 90, S9G. 
In 1878 it 
stood th u s: Democratic, 119.550; Repub­ 
lican. 213. Hercare 91,000Republican votes 
destroyed in two years. 
These figures are 
sufficient to prove th at in assuming the 
suppression of the ballot in the South as a 
part of the regular Democratic policy we 
are not doing any violence to the facts of 
history, or taking anything for granted 
which is not capable of the fullest demon­ 
stration. 
General 
Hancock 
could not 
have been ignorant of the methods em­ 
ployed by bis party in the South, and 
therefore his declaration in regard to the 
fundamental need of a free ballot and a fair 
count was not less hypocritical than im­ 
prudent. 
A free ballot and a fair count 
would beyond all question give five South­ 
ern States to his opponents, and in so doing 
render his election perfectly hopeless. 
He 
is aware of this, and since he declares him­ 
self in full accord with the principles of 
his party, it must be conceded that he is 
perfectly willing to take the Presidency if 
it is stolen for him by force and fraud. 


General Hancock’s letter, indeed, is in 
itself a strong argum ent against his candi­ 
dacy, for it shows how irreconcilable is 
the difference between his professions and 
the practices of his pirty. 
The spectacle 
of a man pcsing as the champion of free 
votes, and at the same time placing all his 
dependence upon violence and fraud at the 
polls, is perhaps not sufficient to shock 
Democratic sensibility but it is enough 
to opeu the eyes of the people to the real 
value of Democratic guarantees and pre­ 
tenses. W e confess that we cannot reconcile 
General Hancock’s position 011 the Demo­ 
cratic ticket with any high ideal ot honor 
or honesty, either. 
A candidate who is 
willing to win by suppressing free institu­ 
tions is hardly the candidate to be trusted 
by those who desire to see the Constitution 
rigidly administered. 
A candidate who 
can utter these platitudes about a free

In the last number of the Fortnightly 
Reviene Mr. Barham Zineke gives an inter­ 
esting analysis of an exhaustive account 
of one of the great French Departments, 
with a view to ascertain the present nature 
of the division of land in th at country. 
The most remarkable fact perhaps is the 
first, to the effect th at in 1858 tho actual 
number of individual land-owners of all 
kinds and degrees in France was 8,264,­ 
795. 
No other country under the sun can 
show anything like this proportion of 
land-owners to the whole population. 
It 
has, however, been alleged recently that 
tho tendency in France is now towards the 
abandonment of the minute subdivisions 
of land which obtained at the beginning of 
this century, and Mr. Zincke’s researches 
are mainly for the purpose of determining 
this question. 
A very careful and thor­ 
ough examination of all the statistics, 
which have been compiled in the most 
lavish way, proves th at the report is not 
well founded ; that in fact the tendency is 
still towards greater subdivisions of laud, 
though this tendency is very slight. Speak­ 
ing generally, it may be said that the land 
situation in France remains almost station­ 
ary ; that is to say, in the last forty-five 
years only five per cent, of the soil of the 
country has passed from the large and 
moderate estates to the small ones. 
The 
increase of proprietors 
is 
very slow, 
not having been 
more 
than 
one per 
cent, in fifty years. 
There are 
many 
very 
curious 
aud 
puzzling 
circum­ 
stances about the distribution of the land, 
especially in regard to the size of the par­ 
cel? ; as for instance the fact th at all par­ 
cels of more than 20 acres tend to decrease, 
with the single exception of parcels of 25 
acres. Tac general conclusion to be drawn, 
however, is th at the wealth aud prosperity 
of Franco depend very largely upon the 
! fact th at the land is so widely distributed, 
and, as Mr. Zineke observes, “ it suggests 
i “ the inquiry whether the flourishing con- 
Í “ dition and recent remarkable growth of 
! “ the French revenue, which is in its 
“ amount very far beyond the shrinking 
“ revenue of England, is in any degree to 
“ be attributed to the facilities which exist 
“ iu France for enabling those to acquire 
“ land who have the knowledge, capital 
“ and determination requisite for making 
“ the most of it.” 
Iu the land debates 
now in order iu England, the condition of 
the land question in France is certain to 
cut a very conspicuous figure.

MISTAKES 
ABOUT 
THE

The Republican .State Convention which 
meets to-day will do well to take particular 
care that the persons who are pu t in 
nomination for Electors are eligible.

GRIERSON’S 
MOVEMENTS— HIS 
FIGHT 
WITH 
VICTORIO’S BAND. 
• 


D e n v e r (Col.), August 10th.— The Trib­ 
une's Santa Fe special coutaius the following 
news from the Indian campaign : General 
Grierson reports that while guarding the 
passes east of Van Horn’s Well and scouting 
towards the Rio Grande tc prevent the In ­ 
dians passing eastward towards the settle­ 
ments, they escaped, slipping through and 
going north. 
On the evening of the 4th in­ 
stant Grierson got his force in readiness and 
moved to the northwest, keeping the range of 
mountains between him aud the Indians, 
thus concealing his movements. 
He left the 
camp south of Van Horn’s at 3 A. M. of the 
5th, and arrived at Rattlesnake Springs at 
12 o’clock that night, marching 65 miles in 21 
hours. 
Arriving there he found himself in 
advance of the Indians. 
A t 2 r. M. on the 
6th Indians were observed moving towards 
the springs. 
The troops of the Tenth Cav­ 
alry, Captain Vielle comanding Company 
I and Lieutenant Ayers Company G, held 
their tire until it was thought the Indians 
would approach no nearer. 
They then fired 
eight volleys, creating great confusion and a 
general scattering among the Indians. 
From 
a high mountain the Indians perceived the 
smallness of the force opposed to them, and 
advanced to the attack, trying to work their 
way to water. A t this moment Companies 
II and B, Ninth Cavalry, under Captain 
Carpenter and Lieutenant Jones, made their 
appearance, and the hostiles were again dis 
concerted. 
After firing a volley they tied to 
the mountains. A t 4 P. M. the supply train, 
escorted by Captain Gilmore and a company 
of the Twenty-fourth Infantry, appeared 
about eight miles southeast, coining around a 
point of the mountains. 
The Indians sent 
out a party to attack it, but were again re­ 
pulsed, and retreated to the main force. A t 
that time a party of Indians was seen coming 
down 
the 
canyon between 
the 
troops 
with 
the 
evident intention of atta -Ic­ 
ing the train and of getting to water. 
They were also driven back. The Indi-..3 
retreated into the Carriza mountains, pur­ 
sued by the troops. 
Colonel Grierson says it 
is impossible to tell the loss of the Indian?, 
owing to the nature of the country. 
M :y 
men were Bhot from their horses. 
Capl in 
Nolan’s command is now watching the 
canyon, and Captain Carpenter with a force 
has gone to Sulphur Springs and the water 
holes about twenty miles from Rattlesnake 
Springs, these being the only ones where the 
Indians suffered no casualties. 
Captain Liv­ 
ermore, with a company of the Eighth Cav­ 
alry, is now on the way to join Grierson. 
A courier from Capt. Kennedy brings a re 
port to Grierson that a detachment of troops 
had an engagement while following the In ­ 
dian trail into the canyon north of Bowen 
Springs, in the Gaudaloupe Mountains. The 
troop3 lost one man killed and nine horses 
shot. The loss of the Indians is unknown. 
Capt. Kennedy at once moved out to attack 
these Indians. Capt. Valle, with 200 Mexi­ 
can troops, is now opposite Fort Quitman, 
watching for a band of 50 or 75 Indians who 
are supposed to have left the main band of 
Victorio. This is the same band that at­ 
tacked the coach on the 9th, compelling it to 
return to Fort Quitman, and wounding one 
passenger. 
Dlsitslrous Fire In New Vork Day. 
N ew Yoke, August 10.h.—This msrning 
the hull of the burning vessel Nictaux, still 
ablcze, fl ated against a pier occupied by the 
American Export Lumber Company at Hun­ 
ter’s Point. 
The premises occupied by the 
company occupies both sides of Newton 
creek. 
A t the time the Nictaux came in 
contact with the pier they were unloading a 
large number of vessels. 
The fire imme­ 
diately communicate 1 to the lumber yard, 
and spread in every direction with lightning 
rapidity. 
From the lumber yard the fire 
spread to the vessels, and notwithstand­ 
ing the efforts made by several tugs which 
hastened to their assistance, six barges, one 
-choor.er and one ship were soon in flames. 
Over ten acres of fire is now raging wildly, 
and it appears to lie beyond the control of 
the firemen. 
Several burning vessels were 
towed into the river, and have drifted with 
the tide toward Blackwell’s Island, enveloped 
in sheets of flame. The fire is spreading in 
every direction, and no estimate can be 
formed as to its probable extent. 
The scene 
from the river is one of indescribable gran­ 
deur, the fl imes rising in every direction and 
devouring everything in their path. 
The Ei ruing Post says: Of the stock of the 
Export Lumber Company, moRtly Canada 
pine, valued at 8500,000, about half is already 
destroyed. 
Fully insured. 
The insurance 
is chiefly in 
foreign companies. Charles 
Watrons’ stock of lumber, Canada pine, 
valued at $200,000, is bnrned. Insured. The 
total loss is expected to be half a million. At 
first many people in the shops about the fire 
began to make preparations to abandon their 
abodes, but after the firemen were well at 
work, all the lumber-yard workmen, boat­ 
men, aud many outsiders took hold, and pile 
after ¡rile of lumber was moved away with 
remarkable swiftness. 
By 11 o’clock a wide, 
open space half around the fire was cleared 
and drenched with water. 
Streams were 
poured Upon the lumber bordering this open 
space, aud thu.s a wider spread of the fire was 
made less probable. The greatest dainago 
was burning pieces of wood carried by the 
wind. 
General alarms were sent out, calling all 
the fire companies of the Western Division 
of tiie Brooklyn Fire Department to the 
place. 
Iu addition, three of the Blissville 
companies, two from Hunter’s Point and one 
from Dutch Kills and the J ackson Hose Com­ 
pany worked at the fire. 
An alarm was sent 
to New York, and two fireboats were sent 
immediately to the scene. 
Towards after­ 
noon the Fire Departments obtained a mas­ 
tery over the flames, aud later very heavy 
showers materially assisted in extinguishing 
them. 
The Lumber 
Export Company’s 
losses are fully covered by insurance in city 
companies. 
Watrous 
is 
fully insured. 
Neither of the companies can approximate 
the losses. 
The Export Company believes 
that two thirds of their entire lot is gone. The 
loss of shipping, aside from the canal boats, 
will be light.

They say they believe the accident 
was due to criminal carelessness aud negli­ 
gence of certain Government officials, officers 
and owners of the vessel. 
Attached were in­ 
dictments against them. The offense charged 
is manslaughter. A bench warrant of arrest 
has been issued. Certified copies of the pre­ 
sentment have been forwarded 1o President 
Hayes, heads of the Senate and House of 


Representatives, the Attorney-General and 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Necessary legislation to remedy existing 
evils and correct irregularities are strongly 
urged. Captain Smith received great praise 
from the public and commendation in the 
newspapers for his conduct at the time of the 
disaster in remaining in the wheel-bouse 
until the boat was beached, although the 
flames surrounded him and he was badly 
burned. The Grand Jury says that by his 
felonious misconduct, negligence and inat­ 
tention to his duties, and his failure to pro­ 
vide the steamer with such life saving appa­ 
ratus as would best secure the safety of all 
on board in case of disaster, he was guilty-of 
manslaughter. 
The other indictments are 
similar in their nature,- and all charge the 
indicted persons with manslaughter. 
Kallronil F u m in g •— Kncrmnns Increase. 
N e w Y o r k , August 10th.—The Post this 
evening says: The passenger earnings of 
thirty-eight railroads reporting their receipts 
for the mouth of J uly show a gain of about 32 
per cent., the increase in mileage being about 
42 per cent. 
During the month there were 
no special influences at work to unduly stim­ 
ulate traffic, although the grain movement 
continued in large volume. The earnings for 
seven months from January 1st show an in­ 
crease of 25 per cent., and the mileage about 
12 per cent. The increase is uniform through­ 
out the list, with a solitary unimportant ex­ 
ception.

COAST NEWS CLIPPINGS. 


Russian river crops are heavier than for 
years past. 
The Santa Clara Agricultural Fair begins 
October 4th. 
The farmers of Powder River Valley, 
Oregon, are haying. 
Virginia, Nevada, is to have a wrestling 
match, Cornish style. 
■ 
Nine towns ami cities in Oregon have a 
population of over 1 ,000. 
Austin Adams of McMinnville, Oregon, 
aged 14, shot himself Hist week. 
The mines of Southern Oregon have 
paid fairly during the past season. 
The dairymen of Virginia, Nevada, have 
agreed not to buy nor use refuse swill to 
feed their cows. 
There are prospects of a broad-gauge 
railroad from Santa Rosa to Adelanti, and 
thence to Benicia. 
An employe of the Moscow mills, on 
Russian river, was killed last week by a 
rolling log on the hillside. 
A new artesian well has been success­ 
fully bored southwest of Lemoore. 
Its 
entire depth is 190 feet. 
It is believed that the (íibsonville tire 
last week was incendiary. 
Twenty-eight 
buildings were destroyed. 
Farm ers in many sections make sad com­ 
plaints about the quail which are so nu­ 
merous as to destroy their crops. 
Near Julian, San Diego county, a huu- 
ter named Buaton, has killed the largest 
Californian lion ever seen in that region. 
It measured 81 feet in length. 
The Downievillc Messenger says : There 
is a regularly organized gang of Chinamen, 
about Morristown, who spend the bulk of 
their time in trying to rob sluices. 
The body of C. H. l’eterson, a Trinity 
county pioneer, was discovered in a flume 
which passes through AVcaverville. 
It is 
thought he died from an apoplectic fit. 
The Bodie narrow-gauge has laid 4,200 
feet of the iron which was formerly on the 
Silver City switch at the Mound House. 
They discharged 160 men week before last. 
The acorn crop of Fresno county is a 
total failure iu the foothills this season, 
except on the oaks along the river, where 
there is a light mast. 
This is discouraging 
to hog raisers. 
Experiments ingrowing rust-proof wheat 
originally brought from Iowa have been 
tried iu San Joaquin county for several 
years. 
The wheat is dark-colored. 
This 
season a considerable quantity of it was 
raised on Roberts island. 
Up to Ju ly 15, 1878, San Diego exported 
106,989 pounds of comb and 67,500 pounds 
of bquid honey (of the crop of th at year) 
while this year the export (tho crop of 
1 SS0), to the same time has been 71,022 
pounds comb and 107,100 pounds liquid. 
A game cock was killed in Salt Lake last 
Saturday, aud upon being dressed, a needle 
about one aiul-a-half inches long was found 
protruding from the gizzard and sticking 
into the heart about half an inch. 
There 
was also found a good sized marble in its 
gizzard. 
The Peach Tree Ranch of Miller <x Lux, 
San Benito, is fourteen miles long ami five 
miles wide. 
The valley portion of the 
ranch averages three-quarters of a mile 
wide, and contains the best land iu the 
valley, 1,500 acres of which was cultivated 
to grain this season. 
Montana grain and vegetable crops prom­ 
ise to equal, if they do not exceed, that of 
1S79, the largest ever produced. 
Hay- 
alone will be less than the product of a 
year ago. 
The season is late, hut the har­ 
vesters, it is believed, will ail get iu their 
work ahead of Jack Frost. 
Quite a large party, consisting of five 
families with tight wagons, one buggy and 
130 head of horses, arc camped at the Hay­ 
den ranch, at the head of Huntington 
creek, Nevada, preparatory to leaving for 
W ashington Territory. 
Tho party is made 
up principally of old residents of Ruby 
Valley. 
In Madison valley, Montana, Henry Rib- 
lett’s hired man recently bought a pistol, 
which he left uuder his pillow. 
A boy, 
who usually slept with him, went to his 
room, aud, it is supposed, was examining 
the mechanism of ths pistol, when it was 
discharged, the bullet entering the head 
just above the left eye and killing him.

the attention of a gentleman near by, and 
the criminal started away. 
Soon after, offi­ 
cer Lee arrived and started in pursuit, over­ 
taking him on F street, between Sixth and 
Seventh, and finding it to be J . W. Find­ 
lay, who has recently been repeatedly arrest­ 
ed for different offenses. Upon being con­ 
fronted, he refused to bo arrested, and de­ 
manded to know what he had done. The 
officer refused to hold any parley with him, 
but anchored himself to his victim's collar 
and started toward the police station. 
Find­ 
ing the method and grip of the officer was of 
no uncertain meaning, and that his attempted 
crimes had followed him, he went along 
peacefully to 11 street, when he requested that 
the officer would let go, and he would 
go with him without trouble. He did so, ar.d 
when they had reached the railroad tiack 
back of the lime-house, on I street, he stopped 
and begged that he be allowed to depart at 
once out of the city, and said he would never 
return. This was promptly refused, and they 
started down the north side of I street to­ 
gether. 
Just before reaching Gardiner’s 
wood yard Findlay darted away from Lee 
like a shot, aud jumped off the high walk to­ 
ward the slough, about twelve feet down, and 
Lee followed suit after him. Findlay ran 
with desperation and jumped as far as he 
could into the water, and swam like a duck 
for the other side. Lee called to him to stop 
or he would shoot him, and Findlay looking 
around 
and 
seeing 
the officer’s 
pistol 
pointed in a very unpleasant direction, 
dropped his head under and swam on. 
As soon as he raised his head out of water 
again Lee tired a Bhot over him, and then 
started for a boat at the woodyard to go in 
pursuit, but the fugitive, finding he could not 
make the passage successfully, turned back. 
When he got near enough to shore to reach 
bottom he settled down exhausted, with his 
feet stuck in the mud, and Lee waded out, 
and catching him by the coat-tail, which 
floated upon the face of the deep, dragged 
him to shore, and without giving any further 
liberties in transit, collared his man with a 
death grip, and held it till he had planted 
him behind the strongest grate iu the city 
jail. 
The - feeling 
against Findlay was 
intense, and the most effective methods 
of capital punishment were declared as too 
mild and unsuitable to do justice to the case.
